Mr.  Spoor* s  Minutes  for  Council  Meeting  July  9th,  1919. 

Letters  were  presented  to  the  Council  from  Mr.  Scott  and  Mr.  Schell  with 
regard  to  their  visit  in  California. 

Mr.  Speer  made  a  report  with  regard  to  the  two  bequests  made  to  him  tinder 
the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Kama  Carradine  Stuart  of  St.  Louis.  One  of  these  bequest • 
was  for  $15,000.  the  annual  income  of  this  amount  to  be  used  to  support  some  mis^ 
sion&ry  *n  the  foreign  field.  Under  this  bequest  Mr.  Speer  had  received  a  check  ftr 
8,218.?5  , being  a  parti  ti  payment  of  $9000.  on  account  of  the  legacy, less  inheritance 
tax  of  $750 .  and  $31*25  interest  thereon, at  the  rate  of  €>%  per  from  October  9, 

19 18, when  payment  of  the  inheritance  tax  was  due.  Mr.  Speer  reported  that  he  had 
turned  over  this  amount  to  the  ’Treasurer  of  the  Board  with  the  understanding  that 

the  Board  would  accept  this  and  any  further  payments  that  rai^it  be  made  on  account  of 

the 

this  legacy  and  ho Id/ same  as  an  endowment  fund, the  interest  to  be  used  as  specified 
by  Krs'i  Stuart  in  hor  will.  The  other  bequest  was  for  $35,000.  to  be  used  according 
to  his  Judgment  or  that  of  the  Board  in  the  advance  of  foreign  and  home  missionary 
work.  Mr.  Speer  reported  that  after  consulting  with  Mr.  Stiger  he  had  decided  with 
Mr.  Stiger* s  approval  that  it  would  best  meet  the  terms  and  intent  of  Mrs.  Stuart’s 
bequest  if  he  should  divide  the  amount  of  this  legacy  administering  one-half  of  it 
eecording  to  hie  Judgment  and  dividing  V  e  other  half  between  the  Boards  of  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions.
